Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1, 2, 6, 7, 10-16 & 18-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The previous action mailed 24 DEC 2008 was an Ex Parte Quayle Office Action 
wherein the application was found to be allowable except of minor objections raised to 
claims 6, 7, 18 & 19 wherein the claims were dependant on canceled claims. The 
amendment has corrected these dependency errors and the case is now in condition for 
allowance. 

Claim 1 is allowable because the prior art of record does not teach or fairly 
suggest an overvoltage protection magazine comprising all the features as recited in the 
claims and in combination with the printed circuit board defining ground contact pads on 
opposite sides of the printed circuit board at the top of the printed circuit board, each of 
the ground contact pads extending from the front to the rear of the printed circuit board; 
and at least on ground contact in the form of a forked contact coupled to the housing, 
the ground contact being configured to mate to at least one of the ground contact pads 
of the printed circuit board. 

Claims 2, 6, 7 & 10-12 are allowable as they depend from claim 1 , which Is also 
allowable. 
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Claim 13 is allowable because the prior art of record does not teach or fairly 
suggest an overvoltage protection magazine comprising all the features as recited in the 
claims and in combination with the second end of the printed circuit board defining a 
first ground contact pad at a first side and a second ground contact pad at an opposite, 
second side; and at least one ground contact in the form of a forked contact coupled to 
the housing, the ground contact being configured to mate to at least one of the ground 
contact pads of the printed circuit board. 

Claims 14-16 & 18-20 are allowable as they depend from claim 13, which is also 
allowable. 

Although Kane teaches the forked ground contacts (20) as cited in the claim, 
Kane does not teach that the circuit board has first and second contact pads or that the 
forked contacts and coupled to the housing then mated to ground pads. Rather, the 
forked contacts appear to be soldered onto the circuit pad which is then slide into the 
housing.
